Examiner's Comment Re: Drawings 

In the originally filed drawings (06/07/00), there was a single Figure 8, with four 
unlabeled graphs on the page. In the amendment to the specification dated 06/10/04, 
the description of the drawings was changed to refer to Figures "8A", "8B", "8C" and 
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"8D". No corresponding amended drawings were concurrently submitted therewith, 
however. 

Accordingly, the drawings filed 06/07/00 are objected to insofar as the graphs in 
Figure 8 are not separately labeled so as to correspond to the description in the 
specification. Corrected drawings are required. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior art fairly suggests, teaches or discloses treating multiple 
myeloma with an etodolac compound at plasma levels of 200 uM to 800 uM. 1 As 
discussed in Applicant's specification and response(s), when an etodolac compound is 
used at these levels it unexpectedly kills cancer cells, rather than merely inhibiting their 
growth. 

The Yasui et al article in the journal "Blood" is cited as demonstrating the state of 
the art. 2
